From whatever quarter their 
views reach us they assert that

Sage was intended or suggested 
| before Calvin. The martyrdom 
of St. Peter is mentioned by 
_Credner, Bleek, Weiséler, Meger,

critics. In his fourth book Cal- 
‘vin writes as follows, “I no

The venerable bishop 
Ignatius of Antioch was being 
brought to Rome for martyrdom 
and seeing the endeavor of ths 
Christians to liberate him he 
said to them, “I issue you. no 
‘command like Sts. Peter and 
Paul: they were apostles while 
‘I am but a captive.” The evi- 
dence mentioned in this passage 
is that since the Holy Bishop 
| was speaking to the Romans and

'Peter and Paul that therefore 
these two holy men must hav: 
‘labored personally among the 
Romans. Dionysius the Bishop 
of Corinth writes to Pope Soter
